As of June 30, 2004, the 
total bond indebtedness for 
the City of San Jose is over 
three and one-half billion dol- 
lars. ($3 ,624,784,000) When 
you add the interest payments 
to these debt instruments, the 
total obligation to the people 
of San Jose is over six and 
one-half billion dollars! 
(Source: City of San Jose Fi- 
nance Department) 

The current population of 
San Jose is approximately 
926,000. If you divide the six 
and one-half billion dollars in 
debt by the 926,000 popula- 
tion figure, you arrive at a per 
capita debt figure of $7,019. 

The City Government of 
San.Jose has assumed a debt 
load (principle and interest) 
that translates to a $7,019 ob- 
ligation for every man, 
woman, and child living in 
San Jose today! 

Some would argue that 
the level of indebtedness is of 
little or no consequence if the 


streams of revenue are main- 
tained. But that’s the problem. 
The local economy continues 
to lag. 

On August 12th, the San 
Francisco Chronicle ran a 
story in its business section 
that questioned the vitality of 
Silicon Valley’s economic re- 
covery. 

“Cautious business out- 
looks from telecommunica- 
tions equipment leader Cisco 
Systems and other Silicon 
Valley companies are fueling 
fears that the technology’s 
sector’s recovery has stalled.” 

The residents of the so- 
called “Capital of Silicon Val- 
ley” better hope that their 
economy improves quickly, or 
they’ll be looking at dramatic 
cuts in city services and/or 
dramatic increases in taxes . 
and fees. After all, their gov-=— 
ernment has borrowed the 
equivalent of $7,000 for ev- 
ery man, woman, and child 
living in the city today!<=

Orlando, Florida (EFE) — Thousands of farm workers in 
Central Florida, most of them Mexicans or Central Americans, will 
be out of work in the coming months due to destruction of citrus 
groves by Hurricane Charley, a local labor activist told EFE on 
Wednesday. 
Between 3,000 and 6,000 farm workers will be affected, ac- 
cording to Francisco Garza, leader of the Farm Workers Associa- 
tion of Florida. 
“The next three or four months will be serious for thousands of 
workers in orange groves in the center of the state, where much of 
the orange harvest ended up on the ground and left many people 
without work,” Garza said.

San José (EFE) — Un 
programa de educación ayuda 
en California a alumnos cuyos 
padres se ven obligados a mi- 
grar constantemente por cues- 
tiones laborales a que no pier- 
dan la continuidad de la ense- 
ñanza. 

El Programa de Educa- 
ción Migrante (MEP, por sus 
siglas en inglés), se originó — 
entre otros objetivos — con el 
fin de apoyar programas para 
reducir la interrupción educa- 
tiva y otros problemas deriva- 
dos de la movilización. 

Jorge Pérez, inmigrante de 
Guatemala, llegó a Half Moon 
Bay a trabajar en el campo. Su- 
po de MEP por su madre y des- 
de hace 12 años participa acti- 
vamente en la educación de 
sus tres hijas. 

“MEP me ayudó mucho, 
fue un cambio drástico que ca- 
si no podría describir con pala- 
bras”, dijo a EFE Pérez, resi- 
dente de San Francisco. 

Pérez antes creía que las 
mujeres debían encargarse de 
todo y el hombre de nada. Sin 
embargo, desde que asiste a las 
reuniones de distrito de MEP, 
“ahora, me preocupo por la 
educación de mis hijas, voy a 
las escuelas y me envuelvo 
bastante. Siento que soy otro 
hombre porque soy diferente 
con ellas”, añadió con entu- 
siasmo. 

Desde 1966, MEP se ase- 
gura de que en California los 
niños migrantes reciban los 
beneficios completos y opor- 
tunidades educativas pára que 
logren los retos académicos 
que exige el estado. 

En California, aproxima- 


damente el 55 por ciento de los 
estudiantes latinos logra gra- 
duarse de bachillerato. 

Según el reporte del año 
2003 -2004 de MEP, de los es- 
tudiantes de noveno, décimo, 
décimo primero y décimo se- 
gundo grado que participan en 
el programa (en total 1,990) un 
67 por ciento están camino a 
graduarse. 

Dicho reporte clasifica a 
los estudiantes por su dominio 
o no del inglés, número de de- 
ficiencias (clases no aproba- 
das), asistencia, promedio de 
calificaciones, entre otros. 

Por ejemplo, un estudian- 
te de bachillerato que inicia el 
ciclo escolar en una ciudad, 
pero por el trabajo de sus pro- 
genitores se muda unos tres 
meses después, interrumpe sus 
clases y se queda sin crédito. 

Con MEP, ese mismo es- 
tudiante puede terminar sus es- 
tudios en el verano u otra es- 
cuela y continuar con su edu- 
cación.

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Grupos de derechos civiles critican 
anuncio de deportación expedita 


San Bernardino, CA (EFE)— Grupos 
de derechos civiles criticaron el anuncio del 
Departamento de Seguridad Nacional de 
deportar, sin audiencia en cortes de 
inmigración, a indocumentados detenidos en 
un máximo de 100 millas de la frontera. 

María Anna González, de la Alianza Na- 
cional de los Derechos Humanos en San Ber- 
nardino, indicó a EFE que la decisión “se 
enmarca dentro de la política que está toman- 
do EE.UU. de unir al tema de la seguridad 
todo aquello que tenga que ver con el 
extranjero”. 

“No estamos discutiendo el tema como 
un asunto separado de los demás que tienen 
que ver con la inmigración, sino como un 
elemento más que se viene a sumar a la polí- 
tica actual que incluye a las redadas, las de- 
portaciones en avión, nuevas operaciones en 
Arizona y esta decisión”, agregó González. 

La semana pasada, el Subsecretario para 
la Seguridad Fronteriza y de Transporte, Asa 
Hutchinson, anunció la ampliación de las de- 
portaciones expeditas a los indocumentados 
detenidos durante sus primeros 14 días en 
EE.UU. en un máximo de 100 millas de las 
fronteras mexicana o canadiense. 

La deportación expedita, que se aplica 
desde 1997 en los puertos de entrada oficiales 
de EE.UU., comenzará alrededor del próxi- 
mo 24 de agosto en los puertos de entrada 
terrestre y está orientada a los inmigrantes 
indocumentados que no son mexicanos ni ca- 
nadienses. Se pondrá en marcha una vez que 
los agentes hayan recibido la capacitación 
para determinar quiénes pueden solicitar asi- 
lo político o quiénes deben ser expulsados 
de forma inmediata. 


El Subsecretario para la Seguridad Fronteriza 
y de Transporte, Asa Hutchinson, anunció la 
ampliación de las deportaciones expeditas a los 
indocumentados detenidos durante sus 
primeros 14 días en EE.UU. en un máximo de 
100 millas de las fronteras mexicana o 
canadiense.

De acuerdo con Hutchinson, la medida 
será necesaria para enfrentar el peligro del 
terrorismo. 

“La razón por la que estamos implemen- 
tando esto es la del propósito de seguridad 
en nuestras fronteras”, indicó Hutchin- 
son.“No se pueden separar las intrusiones ile- 
gales a través de nuestras fronteras entre 


aquellas de los que desean causarnos daños 
y aquellos que no, sino que simplemente vie- 
nen por razones económicas”, agregó. 

Aunque los grupos civiles del sur de Ca- 
lifornia ya han comenzado a analizar las con- 
secuencias de esta medida, las autoridades 
empezarán las deportaciones expeditas en la 
zona fronteriza de Tucson (Arizona), y La- 
redo (Texas) y se extenderán posteriormente 
al resto de la frontera con México y Canadá. 

González señaló que un aspecto que le 
preocupa a las organizaciones civiles es que 
en la búsqueda de indocumentados que no 
sean mexicanos, la Patrulla Fronteriza rea- 
nude las redadas en ciudades como Ontario, 
a 100 millas de la frontera, donde decenas 
de personas fueron detenidas en julio pasado. 

“No dijeron que las redadas terminaron, 
sino que fueron suspendidas, pero, además, 
como podrían arrestar a los indocumentados 
a 100 millas” si los patrulleros no llegan hasta 
esa distancia, señaló la activista. 

Otros grupos como la Coalición de De- 
fensa de La Raza analizan el documento de 
HSD sobre la nueva disposición. 

Pedro Soto, miembro de la coalición, in- 
dicó que su organización analiza si existen 
imprecisiones en el establecimiento del terri- 
torio donde se aplicará la disposición antes 
de tomar medidas.

Investigan fraude a 
centenar de hispanos 
en compra de vivienda 


Escondido, CA (EFE) — La 
oficina del fiscal del municipio de 
San Diego informó que investiga 
un fraude que afecta a cerca de 
cien hispanos que dieron una 
cuota de enganche para la 
construcción de unas viviendas 
que nunca se entregaron. 

Francisco Girón, una de las 
víctimas, dijo que el programa 
First Latino se presentó como un 
plan para familias hispanas que 
compraría vivienda propia por 
primera vez. 

La mayoría de los interesados 
invirtió un pago inicial de unos 
7,500 dólares por familia para el 
desarrollo habitacional, anunciado 
en la vecina ciudad de Vista. 

“Lo más importante es que 
estas personas que invirtieron con 
esperanzas sus enganches para 
comprar casa propia recuperen su 
dinero”, indicó Robert Madruga, 
fiscal asistente de la oficina de 
investigaciones de fraudes. 

“Es un mensaje para que la 
comunidad se mantenga atenta a 
propuestas o programas que 
pueden ser fraudes”, agregó. 
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Los departamentos de 
Corporaciones y de Bienes Raíces 
de California han iniciado 
asimismo investigaciones sobre 
las denuncias de fraudes, presen- 
tadas este mes por dos de los 
afectados. 

Los fondos para el desarrollo 
habitacional comenzaron a reu- 
nirse en 2002. Algunas familias 
completaron los 7,500 dólares 
mientras otras pagaron sólo parte 
del enganche. 


Aunque el programa fue 
presentado a través de una iglesia, 
los afectados culpan al promotor 
de First Latino, identificado como

Rosario, Argentina — Since 1972 
the Mil Hojas pasta factory on the out- 
skirts of this city has churned out deli- 
cacies like ravioli and Italian desserts. 
But Mil Hojas’ fortunes — along with 
those of the national economy — be- 
gan to decline with the late 1990s as 
deep recession set in. 

The factory owners decided to 
abandon it amid a national epidemic of 
bankruptcies. Mil Hojas, like many 
other factories in Argentina, was to per- 
manently close its doors. 

That was when its workers decided 
to act. They took back, or “recovered” 
Mil Hojas, transforming it into what 
today is a thriving cooperative, as Ar- 
gentina emerges from one of the worst 
economic crisis in its history. 

Today, thousands of workers are 
reactivating previously closed factories 
on their own terms and simulaneously 
breathing life into the national 
economy. 

Jose Abelli, who leads an associa- 
tion of workers in recovered factories, 
known in Spanish as “fabricas 
recuperadas,” says that “capitalism al- 
most destroyed itself. We are the reso- 
lution to the problem. We are looking 
to create networks of services and re- 
start the economy.” His organization 
represents 10,000 workers. 

Abelli, 48, says the no-holds- 
barred capitalism that was unleashed in 
Argentina in the 1990s destroyed what 
he calls an unwritten “social contract” 


country skyrocketed from 6 percent to 
24 percent. 

“We began to organize to recover 
the dignity that the system took away 
from us,” says Abelli. “The government 
wanted to give us food but not jobs and 
health care. Nor did they want to give 
us education for our children.” 

The centerpiece of Menem’s eco- 
nomic policy was a currency peg that 
set the value of the peso artificially high 
by decreeing it equal to the dollar. This 
created an illusion of prosperity and 
modernity for some Argentines. But the 
currency peg also undermined local 
industry’s competitiveness, as cheaply 
produced imports flooded in and Argen- 
tine goods became too expensive to 
compete globally. 

Simultaneously, investors took 
their overvalued pesos abroad to specu- 
late in foreign markets or accrue inter- 
est in U.S. or Swiss bank accounts, 
sucking the life out of a traditional in- 
dustrial sector built on small- and me- 
dium-sized enterprises like Mil Hojas. 

“The factories, the machinery, the 
domestic market were all there, but the 
bosses left and they left everything be- 
hind,” says Abelli. “They abandoned 
the ideal of productivity and devoted 
themselves to speculation.” 

But worker-owned “recovered” 
factories like Mil Hojas could help re- 
suscitate part of Argentine industry. 
While the sharp devaluation of the peso 
in the 2002 wiped out the savings of 
some Argentines, the competitiveness 
of local goods was given a boost. 


Jose Aguilera, the factory’s treasurer 
and a 22-year veteran, “the day that we 
bought the factory and it passed into 
our Ownership was very emotional. 
People would bring us gifts and call us 
to congratulate us.” 

“Our initial objective was only to 
maintain our source of work — we 
worked 12 to 14 hours a day,” says Juan 
Gonzalez, factory secretary. The work- 
ers say they succeeded thanks only to 
the unconditional support of their fami- 
lies, who endured early days when there 
was no cash on hand, even for basic ne- 
cessities. 

But as Mil Hojas recovered clients 
and reorganized, it achieved stability 
and began setting its sights higher. Soon 
the factory launched new products and 
hired 15 new workers. Now all the 
workers enjoy health benefits and a 
steady paycheck. 

Argentina's recovered businesses 
include all kinds, from transport to 
lunch counters to a hotel. Some employ 
10 to 15 workers but others have staff 
as large as 4,000. 

“These are businesses with people 
— we don't measure them solely on the 
basis of profits or losses,” Abelli says. 
“These companies have social worth.” 
Recovered factories represent “the re- 
vival of entire neighborhoods and of an 
important sector of the economy,” 
Abelli says. 

He cautions that too much pressure 
from foreign lenders could still derail 
Argentina’s economic progress. “How- 
ever, we are optimistic,” he says.s=

Bilingual people also showed less of a 
decline associated with aging than 
monolingual people. 

Dr. Bialystok and her team tested a 
total of 154 individuals, all university 
graduates, some living in Toronto and 
the others in the Indian state of Tamil 
Nadu. The bilingual individuals have 
been speaking English and Tamil or En- 
glish and French since they were ten 
years old. 

All the people tested were at the 
same level of education and had per- 
formed equally well on memory tests 
and had the same score on knowledge 
of English vocabulary. The difference 
between the two groups was bilingual 
vs. monolingual. The bilingual people 
spoke either French or Tamil at home 
and English outside. The monolingual 
people spoke English in both situations. 
Those who learned a second language 
in school were not included in this study. 

The total group was subdivided in a 
group of 104 monolingual and bilingual 
middle-aged adults aged 30 to 59 and 
another of 50 older adults aged 60 to 88. 
The test used is called the Simon Task, 
which measures reaction time to cogni- 
tive tasks. These ask people to identify 
on which part of a computer screen a col- 
ored square appears. 

In both cases, the bilingual middle- 
aged group and bilingual older group 
were faster on the test than the monolin- 
gual groups. Bilingual people were also 
less distracted by other stimuli. 


port bilingual education. 

In spite of this, plenty of people in 
the United States view anything bilin- 
gual with skepticism. For example, three 
American states have virtually elimi- 
nated bilingual education through the 
referendum process. 

Twenty-seven American states have 
passed laws declaring English their of- 
ficial language, primarily as a result of 
concerns about the multilingualism cre- 
ated by increasing immigration. Ameri- 
cans want the U.S. to remain an English- 
speaking country. In essence, many 
Americans believe that monolingualism 
is the way to go. 

Research that bilingualism is indeed 
a plus for young and old alike is not go- 
ing to sway many Americans from their 
belief that one language ensures peace 
and tranquillity. 

Switzerland, of course, comes to 
mind as a multilingual country which is 
indeed peaceful and prosperous for 
many reasons, one of them being respect 
for its language diversity. By learning 
the national languages of their country, 
the Swiss develop a tolerance and an ap- 
preciation of their diversity. This linguis- 
tic and cultural diversity becomes a plus 
in dealing with the rest of the world. 

Will Americans learn from the 
Swiss? The latest study suggests they 
should because it will improve their lives 
in many ways.

“Today's report by the non- 
partisan CBO confirms that 
President Bush's tax cuts 
squeeze the middle class by un- 
fairly favoring the rich,” House 
Democratic Leader Nancy Pelosi 
said. “Republicans are playing 
Robin Hood in reverse, shifting 
the tax burden away from the rich 
onto the already overstretched 
middle class.” 

The purpose of the Bush tax 
cuts was meant to stimulate the 
economy and create new jobs. To 
date, 1.8 million private-sector 
jobs have been lost over the last 
three and a half years. The U.S. 
trade deficit is at an all-time high. 
Record federal budget surpluses 
have become record deficits. 

The new CBO report shows 
that one-third of the tax breaks 
go to the top 1 percent of Ameri- 
cans, with an average income of 
$1.2 million. The effective tax 
rate for the top 1 percent of tax- 
payers has fallen 20 percent. In 
contrast, the middle 20 percent 
of taxpayers, whose incomes av- 
eraged $51,500 in 2001, saw 
their effective tax rates drop 9.3 
percent. 

“Latinos work day in and 
day out to contribute to this 
economy, pay taxes and support 
their families,” says Congress- 
man Xavier Becerra (D-CA), 
member of the House Ways and 
Means Committee. 

According to many analysts, 
the Bush tax cuts have not cre- 
ated good-paying jobs here at 
home, and have left Latino fami- 
lies behind. In fact, the Hispanic 
unemployment rate is 17 percent 
higher today than when President 
Bush took office, rising to 6.8 
percent last month. 

According to a 2003 analy-

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Socialdemocracia pide 
que Chávez renuncie 


Caracas (EFE) — El presi- 
dente venezolano, Hugo Chávez, 
debe renunciar mientras se 
investiga el supuesto fraude que, 
según la oposición, le permitió 
ser confirmado en el cargo en el 
referendo del pasado domingo, 
pidió el partido Acción Democrá- 
tica (AD).

Este abandono del cargo, 
insistió, debe mantenerse “mien- 
tras su legitimidad, cuestionada, 
seria y fundadamente, se aclara”. 

El partido de Méndez inte- 
gra la heterogénea coalición 
opositora Coordinadora Demo- 
crática, en cuyo interior han 
surgido posiciones encontradas 
entre aceptar y rechazar el re- 
sultado del referendo. 

El resultado a favor de Chá- 
vez ha sido avalado por los

Quito (EFE) — La tercera 
parte de los adolescentes ecuato-

La demanda, interpuesta el lu-

The spectacle ' 
has 36 trained horses, a cast and crew of one hundred talented people, 
musicians, and 21 majestic acrobats and riders.

Athens (EFE) — Puerto Ri- 
co stunned the basketball world 
in Olympic competition by beat- 
ing the United States 92-73. 

It was the first U.S. basket- 
ball defeat in the Olympic Games 
in 16 years. 

The United States had lost 
only twice before in Olympic bas- 
ketball history, and ever since 
being allowed to play with NBA 
players, games played were 
games won. 

The upset also marks the 
fourth defeat for the so-called 
Dream Team in its last five 
matches in international compe- 
tition. Argentina, Yugoslavia and 
Spain beat them during the World 
Championship in 2002 in India- 
napolis. 

During the game the Ameri- 
cans looked dismal. They shot 
poorly and were not aggressive. 
They had twice as many turn- 
overs as assists, shot 35 percent 
from field and were 3-for-24 from 
three-point range. 

Regardless, ever since play- 
ing with professional players, the 
United States has an intimidating 
69-4 record and the gold medal 
is still within reach. 

If the United States beats 
Greece, Lithuania, Australia and 
Angola, they can finish first or no 
worse than third in the group. The 
top four teams in each of the two 
six-team groups make it to the 
medal round when the competi- 
tion becomes a single-elimination 
tournament. 

The only games the United 
States had lost in the Olympics 
were in the controversial 1972 fi- 
nals in Munich, when the Soviet 
Union won in the last second af- 


ter a controversial call by the ref- 
eree, and in Seoul ‘88, again to 
“the Soviets by a score of 88-76. 

Puerto Rico’s victory also 
represents the largest margin of
